BISHOP LEONARD, 
FAMOUS EPISCOPAL 


IS DEAD 


OHIOAN WAS OLDEST MEM- 
BER OF HOUSE OF BISHOPS 


EPISCOPAL CHURCH

The death of Bishop William 
A. 


Leonard of the Diocese 
of Ohio, 


has deprived the Protestant Epis- 
copal church of one of its most 
noted leaders. 


Bishop Leonard, who had presid- 


ed over the Ohio Diocese for 
42 


years, died at his summer home 
here yesterday from heart trouble 
and the infirmities of old age. He 
was 82 years old. -„ 


The end came after a courageous 


fight. His death had been expect- 
ed momentarily since Friday night 
but he appeared to rally and 
re- 


gained consciousness several times 
before he succumbed. He had been 
ill since last June when he 
was 


stricken while preparing to leave 
for Mt. Vernon to consecrate 
a 


class. It was the first time in his 
42 years as a bishop that he had 
failed to keep a confirmation ap- 
pointment. 


Bishop Leonard was the oldest 


active bishop in the 
church, both 


in age and in point of service, and 
twice was 
titular 
head of the 
church. 


Having presided over the diocese 


of Northern Ohio more 
than 40 


years, the Rt. Rev. William 
An- 


drew Leonard attained a distinc-

It was charg- 
ed the Wilson administration was 
openly opposed to the Huerta re- 
gime, and reports were that one 
purpose of ths 'personal represen- 
tative" was to effect the resigna- 
tion of the acting president. 


After the conferences with 
the 


American special envoy, 
Huerta 


still remained as the titular head 
of the Mexican government, al- 
though rebellion under several mil- 
itary factions was rampant at the 
time; Mr. Lind woud not comment 
on the pubished report that upon 
his arrival in Vera Cruz from Mex- 
ico City he recommended armed 
intervention by the United States. 


In April, 1920, before the senate 
foreign 
relations sub-committee, 


Mr. Lind hotly defended President 
Wilsdn's stand on Mexico in recog- 
nizing the Carranza government. 


Five years after 
his Mexican 
trip, President Wilson asked Mr. 
Lind to become a member of the 
advisory commission created 
by 
the United States department of 
labor, arid on his acceptance he 
was appointed chairman. 
It was said by those close 
in 
touch with him that Mr. Lind was 
offered the ambassadorship toNor- 
. way, but declined it because 
he 


did not want to leave his 
home 
estate. 


Born In Sweden. 


John Lind was born March 25, 
1854, in Karma, province of Smal- 
and, Sweden, the descendant 
of 


far'hier's and freemen who had till- 
ed the soil around his birthplace, 
family tradition said "from 
time 
immemorial." 


The family came to the United 
States in 186T, setting in Goodhue 
county, Minnesota, when John was 
13 years old. Shortly after, while 
working in a saw mill, the boy lost 
his left hand. 
This 
turned him 


from physical labor into intellect- 
ual pursuits, and probably was an 
important factor 
in determining 
his future. 


Completing the public schools, he 
taught school in Sibley county, and 
later studied law in the University 
of Minnesota, receiving his degree 
in 1876. He first practiced law in 
New Ulm, Minn., but later moved 
to Minneapolis. 


His first pubic office was that of 
receiver of the land office at Tracy, 
Minn., an appointment given him 
in 1881. He was elected to congress 
by the Republicans of the Second 
Minnesota district in 1886, 1888 .and 
1890., refusing a fourth nomination 
in 2892. 
' 


All his life until free silver agita- 
tion became strong, he was an ar- 
dent Republican. The free silver 
movement, however, had a strong

OF AIR 


Postal matter lends itself 


so readily to aircraft trans- 
portation that the growth of 
the air mail has been both 
steady and rapid. 
Several 


years ago the postoffice de- 
partment blazed the 
way. 


Gradually it built up 
the 


business until, when it was 
turned over to private cap- 
ital, it was a going concern. 
At the present time most of 
the air mail lines are oper- 
ating at a profit. 


It is probable 
that 
the 


first transoceanic air lines 
will depend largely upon the 
transport of mail and express 
matter for their sustenance. 
Eventually, of course, they 
may develop a large passen- 
ger traffic, but that will not 
come until it has been dem- 
onstrated that 
planes can 


cross the ocean in safety and 
on schedule time. 


Already several 
projects 


are afoot for regular com- 
mercial transatlantic flying, 
all of which are counting on 
mail contracts. 
Congress 


last spring had before it a 
bill fixing the postal rate for 
transoceanic air mail. Per- 
haps, that bill was not so 
premature as some congress- 
men thought. 


A large part of America's 


mail is now being transport- 
ed by air. 
Since the "cut 


rates" became effective the 
volume of air mail has grown 
by leaps and bounds. 
The 


air mail carriers frequently 
find it necessary to run their 
mail trains of the air in sec- 
tions because of the large 
volume of mail matter. Now 
that the people trust their 
mail and express to the arc 
it is but a short step to trust- 
ing their lives.

EPIDEMIC OF BANK 


ROBBERIES ACROSS 


MIBWEST PRAIRIES 


MANY FARM~BELT BANKS 
LOOTED SINCE SEPTEMBER 


1; FOUR THURSDAY 


CHICAGO, Sept. 19.—W) 


—An epidemic of bank rob- 
beries is sweeping, 
like 
a 


September storm, across the 
American prairies. 


Eighteen farm belt banks 


have been looted at the point 
of guns since September 1. Sums 
totalling more than $130,000 have 
been taken. There were four bank 
holdups yesterday alone. 
The robber bands have moved 


by motorcar and even airplane over 
the same territory as that "work- 
ed" by the James boys half a cen- 
tury ago. 
From Missouri to the 
Canadian line they 
have drawn 


guns on bank cashiers and roared 
away with their loot. 


Yesterday's bank robberies were 


at Wesley and Hardy, Iowa; Gif- 
ford, Mo., and Hay Springs, Neb. 


The Hay Springs robbery gave 


authorities their 
first 
Intimation 
that bank robbers may have resort- 
ed to airplanes. A plane landed in 
a field near that northwestern Ne- 
braska village yesterday morning. 
Shortly after noon it had disap- 
peared. In the interim the First 
National bank had been robbed by 
five men of $14,000. 
The robbery was the fourth in 


Nebraska within a week, with loot 
totalling $98,500. 
The greater part 


of the total loot was taken Wed- 
nesday, robbers holding up the Lin- 
coln National bank 
and 
getting 


away with 575,000. 


Usually Get Small Sums. 


Mostly the bank robbers have had 


to content themselves with small 
sums except 
for 
the 
Lincoln, 


Nebr., robbery, the loot has not ex- 
ceeded $15,000, and mostly it nan 
been greatly under that. 
The Gif- 


ford, Mo., bank robbers yesterday 
got only $SOO. 


The state of Iowa, dotted with 


small towns, each with its bank or 
banks, has been the chief sufferer 
from the lawless forays. Five bank 
robberies have occurred 
in 
that 


state within a fortnight. Minnesota 
and Nebraska each have been vis- 
ited four times, while single bank 
holdups ocurred in Missouri, Illi- 
nois and North Dakota. 


South Dakota banks at Hoven 


and Harrisburg were held up by 
six bandits, and as aftermath one is 
dead, three are 
in 
prison, 
one 


awaits trial and one remains a fu- 
gitive. 


Investigation of the Verdi, Minn., 


State Bank robbery September 3 
has brought the arrest of two men, 
and three are held in connection 
with the holdup of the Kramer, N. 
D., First National bank September 
13. One man is under arrest for 
the Central City, 
Neb., 
robbery 


which took place the same day as 
the Kramer, N. D., holdup. 


594,000 Taken In Iowa. 
The Iowa robbery loss since 


January 1 is $94,000 taken in 14 
holdups. 
None of the robbers has 


been captured. One man was shot 
down after robbing the Wlnterset, 
la., bank.

All conduct is nn 


effort to relieve the tension 
of 


some desire. To spealt or act when 
there is no one to hear or pee sure- 
ly affords 
no relief 
of tension. 


Quite as had, or worse, in this nint- 
ter of relieving tension is to have 
an audience that make no response 
either of approval or of opposition. 
Success In gaining attention, even 
of an unfavorable sort, encourages 
further 
efforts along the 
same 


line. 


There is many a harmful movp- 


rnent that gains momentum simply 
by the opposition it arouses. Un- 
opposed it would soon die down. At 
one side of Hyde Park in London 
Is a wide space reserved as a fo- 
rum for free speech. The police of- 
fer no interference to what is said 
there unless something 
of 
very 


drastic nature is offered. 
This ar- 


rangement is a clever bit of psy- 
chology on the part of the city 
authorities, for it robs the speak- 
ers of the notic which they Ko ar- 
dently crave. They .soon move on 
to seek some more 
satisfactory 


method of relieving the tension of 
desire to put their message across. 


It is a principle in pedagogy that 


the teacher must make little ado 
about the child's foolish pranks, 
for if they attract no notice 
they 


will soon cease. The wise teacher 
knows this and acts accordingly. A 
certain ten-year-old boy had been 
a sore trial to one after another of 
his grade teachers. He. was really 
not naughty; he simply had an ex- 
aggerated appetite for being no- 
ticed.

less there is a definite dullness of 
intellect that makes an occasional 
child incapable of training. 


The pattern of conduct taken on 


by children is sometimes a matter 


j of surprise, but 
sufficient search 


'will always reveal the motive that 
determined the choice of pattern. 
One bright 
little girl was

naive in the way she explained her 
conduct on a certain occasion.
